THE POPE’S MORNING WALK, 

Tux Pope, or as all good Catholics in Rome call 
him, “ the Holy Father,” chooses to consider himself 
a prisoner; and to all intents and purposes he is a 
voluntary prisoner in the t palace in the world. 

In the later i of Pope Pius IX. it is said that no 
fewer than 2, persons resided in the Vatican in 
different capa¢ties. Probably not a third of that 
number lives there under the present Pope, while his 
own apartment is small and simple in the extreme— 
three rooms merely, and furnished most plainly. 

When Victor Emmanuel entered Rome by the Porta 
Pin and took possession of the city in the name of the 
Italian Government, the Pope had no choice but to 
remain a voluntary prisoner in the Vatican, or, by his 
appearance outside the palace and in the strects, 
seemingly sanction or countenance the right of the 
Government to temporal power. 

This he has never done by word or act—hence his 
eighteen or twenty years of seclusion. 

“ The pe of Rome were invited to choose whether 
they would be ruled by the Pope or vy the King,” and 
they chose the King. Thereupon the Government 
guaranteed the Pope, as the head of a t spritual 
power, an income of something like £150,000 and the 
palace of the Vatican, with its priccless treasures of 
art, as his residence. 

The Pope cannot touch this sum of money without 
compromising his dignity and what he considers his 
rights, and doubtless he would also refuse to inhabit the 
Vatican palace were it not for the fact that for hundreds 
of years it had been the dwelling place of the Pores, 
and belonged to them rather than to the king or to the

place for the one infallible man in the universe. Here 
the sovereign pontiff forth—when the weather and 
or » daily walls ant drives.

His Holiness 
wore @ white woollen gown, hanging in soft folds to his 
feet, and a wide-brimmed red hat. 

Behind them followed two priests, and-a valet with a 
scarlet cloak over his arm. en came a closed carriage, 
with coachman and footmen in livery, and they were 
followed by a mounted guard of two. Several of the 
celebrated Swiss guards, in their butterfly uniform of 
black, yellow, and red—said to have been designed by 
Michael Angelo—sauntered out into the broad drive, 
and watched the little cortége. 

The Pope walked briskly for a man of his age. He 
naturally looks small and fragile by the side of the 
men who compose his guard—men six feet and over. 

He has been constantly in Rome and in his palace 
and gardens now for eighteen years, with no change and 
no recreation except which a change of work

Sup troops to be drawn up on a plain in such 
numbers as to extend for a mile, and ordered by a signal 
that all could see to fire at once. 

One standing at the end of the line would hear the 
report of the musket nearest him instanteously. Hoe 
would hear the others successively. Thus a report 550 
feet away would come to him in a second; one 1,100 
feet away would come in one second, and he would not 
hear the last report for five or six seconds after the gun 
had been fired. 

This would produce a sort of roll, which would gradu- 
ally increase in intensity. If the listener stood exactly 
midway between the two ends of the line, the reports 
from both ends would reach him at once, and the sound 
would be but half as long in reaching him as if he stood 
at one extremity. 

If the soldiers formed a circle there would be one 
sharp explosion. Flashes of lightning seat be con- 
sidered as representing three lines of troops along which 
the explosions occur at the same time. Consider the 
variety of distance and position of the listener, and we 
account for the variety of sound in thunder. Jn 
mountainous regions the rolling is augmented by re- 
verberations or echoes.

HOW TO BE CLEVER WITH 
BOTTLES. 


Dvuerrne the season of out-of-door enjoyments and 
open-air lunches, one of the things that will often bother 
a party will arise from the neglect to provide the lunch 
outfit with a corkscrew. Of course, if the drinkables 
happen to be in patent stoppered bottles a corkscrew will 
not be necessary; but suppose the beer is in corked 
bottles or that it is ale—how shall it be opened P 

There is a trick of taking off the heads of bottles that 
is worth knowing. You are pretty sure to have at hand 
a table-knife, or a good-sized pocket-knife. 

Grasp the beer bottle in the 
left hand and the knife in the 
right hand. Lay the bottle on 
your knee and draw the knife 
vigorously across the neck of the 
bottle just behind the rim that 
incloses the cork, as if you were 

ing to saw the head off. 
Ton will not, of course, be able 
to cut the head off the bottle, 
but if you bear on pretty hard and 
turn the bottle round gradually 
until every part of the neck has 
been under the knife’s edge, you 

: ‘will scratch the enamel of the 
glass all round. This is the lear of the sawing. 

‘When this is accomplished, lay the knife blade flat- 
wise on the bottle, and with the back of the blade strike 
the bottle rim two or three sh blows lengthwise of 
the bottle as if you would knock the head off. Presentl 
you will hear it break under the blows, and it will b: 
just in the line of the scratches on the enamel. 

The cork in an ale bottle extends below the break and 
holds the head on. Put a napkin over the head and 
draw the cork. Head and all will come off as clean as a 
whistle. You need fear no chips of 
broken glass if the sawing has been 
well done. The old bottle man will 
not thank you for the trick, but you 
will not need to worry about a cork- 
screw when you have acquired it.

A CISTERN OF DEATH. 


MANvUFACTUBEERS of d ite must feel the inse- 
curity of life even more keenly than other men. They 
absolutely court death. The factory usually consists of 
a large number of houses, widely se from each 
other, and of a number of small huts away in the dis- 
tance, half-buried in the ground, and used for the 
purpose of storing the nitro-glycerine, the essent-al 
ot oad of dynamite. 

Each process in the scheme of manufacture has a 
house for itself, and each has a chief skilled in propor- 
tion to the danger which is encountered. . 

Let us enter the great house wherein the first process 
ia going on. Here we find a workman standing before 
a tank in which are many tons of nitro-glycerine in the 
actual process of manufacture. The great tank is full 
of glycerine, while the acids are dripping slowly into it 
from a pipe above. The mixture of pure glycerine, 
nitric acid, and oil of vitriol produces nitro-glycerine, 
the most deadly explosive in the world, so deadly that 
an ounce of it compressed would blow you into atoms, 
and so liable to explode that the least detonation or jar 
would instantly fire it. 

It is positively the most awful stuff to deal with that 
man has ever discovered. No one really seems to know 
when it is going off; sometimes it will stand a good 
shake, at others, the veriest jostle will produce a disaster. 
And there in the tank before which I stood was enough 
of the fearful compound to destroy a city! 

‘The foreman showed a thermometer dipped into the 
mixture. 

“Tf the heat of this mass goes up six or seven degrees,” 
he said, “the stuff would explode. I keep my eye 
corstantly on that ‘pao and if a fast rise in temperature 
took place I should open the tap at the bottom of the 
tank and let the nitro-glycerine through an aqueduct to 
a point. If I were in time enough, well and good, but 
if not—ah!” 

I echoed his exclamation, and suggested that a walk 
to the other sheds would be a chan On the way to 
them I asked m ide if there had ever been ao case 
where that shed had been blown up, and he said “‘ once,” 
but he told me that the mass is often run off from 
the tank, and nearly always without trouble, as the 
record proves. 

With all this I can imagine no more dreadful life 
than that of the man who stands daily before the 
cistern of death, and has but a few degrees of tempera- 
ture between himeelf and utter annihilation.

The palm for this valuable discovery in chemical 
science must go to Switzerland, for a native of Zurich, 
Dr. Lehner by name, is the inventor of the process. 

In the manufacture of the new fabric the principal 
ingredients used are eprucewood pulp, cotton or jute 
waste, combined with a large quantity of alcohol. The 
use of the substantial or solid materials mentioned 
creates a market for what was hitherto of no use what- 
ever, being burned in factory furnaces to get it out of 
the way.

The French Navy is the nav 

next in importance to our own, and as it is only with 

France and Ruesia that we have any pointe at issue 

which are the least likely to lead to serious difference, 

it is usual to compare the strength of the British 

Navy with those of France and Russia combined. 

Of battleships of the first, second, and third class we 

have 43 built and 10 in the course of construction us 

com with 23 of France and 10 of Russia built 
and 10 and 7 respectively in the course of construction. 

This gives a total of 53 against 50. Of those actually 

built we have the lead by 10 ships. Comparing coast 

defence ships we are supplied with 12 against 16 

of France and 13 of Russia, with 3 in the course of 

construction. Of cruisers we have 79 built and 11 

bolane. France has 14 built and 18 building. 

Russia 12 built and 1 building. Of look-out ships we 

have 19 against 12 belonging to France, and of 

torpedo gunboats we have 32, while France boasts 11 

and 2 in the course of construction, and Russia a 

total of 8. To summarise, England, France, and 

Russia have now, apart from ships unlaunched :

ual teasel for this purpose. The heads are cut off 
when the plant is in flower, and fixed on the circum- 
ference of a wheel or cylinder, which is made to 
revolve against the surface of the cloth. In France, 
6,000 acres are devoted exclusively to the production 
of this thistle. French manufacturers use teasels to 
the value of £300,000, and export £500,000 worth, or 
some 60,000 tons of the prickly heads. 
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
